“We know of no system of peonage 
and believe none exists or has been 
practiced in the fields,” said the brief. 
An investigation by the Department 
of Justice found no such system, it 
held. Specific denials were made that 
the postal service had been interfered 
with, that the immigration laws had 
been violated and that rights of citi- 
zens had been violated. 

DEFEND GLASSCOCK. 
On the question of the trials of c- 
sens under martial law, the brief de- 
fended former Gov. Glasscock for de- 
claring martial law, and Gov.

of the pilings and is then strung on 
poles direct to the Pacific Electric 
depot, where all day at intervals have 
come messages from the deep ad- 
dressed to hundreds of people not 
only here but throughout the State 
and nation. Some of them are in 
jocular vein, while others tell of the 
achievements, progress and absolute 
confidence in being able to come back 
to earth with the submergence record 
broken. 

Just as dawn broke this morning 
policemen on duty throughout the city 
were surprised to see sleepy-eyed 
strangers come trotting along the 
streets, all headed wert. Some of 
these were 1 2 but after a few 
explanations that each was headed for 
the submarine test, no further ques- 
tiens were asked. About fifty were 
gathered at the docks when the time 
came for the test, these including 
moving picture operators, officers of 
the boat compuny, newspaper men 
and a few curious ones, among them 
one man who has been an interested 
observer of the vessel's progress from 
the time the boat was launched until 
now. He refused to give his name and 
insisted that though he was from 
Redlands, he was only interested as 
any man would me. He said that 
he just happened down this morning 
and intended leaving for Los Angeles 
at once, but he was seen at the docks 
twice this afternoon, and is believed 
to be representing some government. 
He speaks French, but looks some- 
thing like a Japanese. 3 

MEN GO ON BOARD. 

Just a few minutes before the time 
set, the six men who were to make the 


and announcing that they were feeling 
fine and eager for the experience 
ahead, stepped into a row boat and 
were taken out to the craft, which 
lay in the channel. One by one each 
stepped through the hatchway and 
disappeared and then Mayor I. 8. 
Hatch, assisted by Capt. Joel Pitts, 
fitted the “lid” over the open hole, 
fastened it on the outside with wire 
and affixed a waxen seal, and then as 
the town clock rang out the hour of 
5, to accompaniment of fhe click- 
ing of cameras and motion-picture 
machines, the boat sank from sight 
the bow tilting up a trifle first and 
then disappearing entirely on an even 
keel. For a few minutes there was a 
violent churning of the water as jhe 
mechanical exhausts of 
cleared its interior of all impurities 
and then the water resumed its un- 
ruffled appearance, with naught to 
mark the position of the submarine 
gave the two floats. In remarkably 
short time there came a clicking of 
the emergency telegraph instrument 
at the edge of the dock and the opera- 
tor reported that Operator Hoopen- 
garner said that the boat was on the 
bottom and everything was in perfect 
shape. 

MESSAGES COME FAST. 
A little later messages began to 
come into the main office and have 
continued all day. The first of course 
were to the wives of the imprisoned 
men, telling that everything was al 
right and then came telegrams to 
friends about town, to the sewspe- 
pers and to Mayor Hatch as well as 
to other Mayors throughout Southern 
California. The first official message 
was one which Mayor Hatch had writ- 
ten and which was sent out from the 
submarine at his request. It was ad- 
dressed to Congressman Charles H. 
Bell at Washington and read: ‘Tell 
the Board of Harbor Engineers that 
this message was sent from the 
tom of the sea from the Cage subma- 
rine, now trying for a 36-hour sub- 
mergence record.” Another was to 
Capt. Freemont Pond, commandant of 
the Twelfth naval district, at San 
Francisco and notified him that Cage 
and five men were at the bottom of 
the Long Beach harbor with the Cage 
submarine and would break the 
world’s record. 
Later dispatches as the day pro- 
gressed indicated that everything was 
safe and that there was plenty of air 
and ventilation and the men were en- 
joying a nice red-hot game of whist. 
EXPEL FOUL AIR. , 


Messages regarding the technical 
condition of the air in the boat were 
sent out at regular intervals and in- 
dicated that the mechanical exhaust 
was satisfactorily expelling the foul 
air and that the air tanks were being 
used and there was plenty for the en- 
tire test. The submarine is equipped 
with twelve air flasks with a capacity 
of 200 ocuble feet into which, under 
pressure, 20,000 cubic feet of air had 
been placed. In addition the engine- 
room contains 720 cubic feet of air, 
enough to last the group of six six 
hours, it being estimated that each 
man consumes 20 cubic feet of air 
each hour. Whenever the air becomes 
foul the engines are started and the 
foulness forced out and fresh air let 
in. At noon a telegram was received 
saying the men were all smoking, in- 
dicating that the eviction of four air 
was a success. Aside from this, it is 
said the smoking was safe enough, 
the gasoline tanks being entirely sep- 
arated from the engine- room and sur- 
rounded by the water compartments, 
the fluid being fed to the engines 
through a tiny pipe. The operation 
of thesdé gasoline engines under water 
is one of the Cage triumphs, being op- 
erated contrary to the theories of 
many of the best-known mechanical 
experts; one ponit especially being 
that they are operated with one-fourth 
the amount of air which experts say 
is required. No other submarine has 
ever operated gasoline engines under 
water, power being supplied by bat- 
teries. 


CAN LIFT ITSELF. 

Fear was expressed this afternoon 
that the heavy vessel might become 
mired in the mud of the harbor, but 
this was dispelled by a statement from 
an official of the company that the 
vessel had a total buoyancy capacity 
of more than thirty tons and could lift 
itself even if half buried in the mud. 
In addition to the $0 sandwiches, of 
ham, beef and cheese, olives, pickles 
and distilled water, the crew took half 
a dozen thermos bottles d with hot 
coffee. Among the last t zs handed 
to the crew was a bottle aromatic 
ammonia, to which another physician 
jokingly added a bottle of paregoric. 
At 4:41 @ message was received 
from Mr. Cage to be transmitted to 
Mayor Alexander, which reads: “I 
extend you greetings from the bottom 
of the harbor tn the Cage submarine. 
Five men and myself comprise the 
crew and are after the world's record 
ef submergence. We have now been 
down eleven hours and every man is 
feeling fine and determined to see the 
36-hour finish.” 
At the same hour Mrs. Cage re- 
ceived a telegram from her husband 
in which he said he realized her anx- 
lety and that he was eagerly await- 
ing the greeting he knew was await- 
ing him when he came to the surface.

Both agreed that about §100,- 
000 had been spent by the sugar peo- 
ple in their campaign against free 
sugar, but denied that there had been 
any tangible communication between 
the United States cane and beet and 
Hawdiian cane producers with a com- 
mon fund directed to influencing leg- 
islation. 


MONEY WELL SPENT. 

“If we had paid out $800,000 we 
would consider it well spent, if we 
could save the $82,000,000 invested,” 
said Carter. “We propose to keep 
some one here to continue the fight 
as long as the right of free speech 
exists.” 

As for himself, he said, he had done 
little more in W. n than pre- 
pare a brief. 

“I called at the White House and 
tried to make an arrangement to see 
the President. His secretary told me 
the President's mind was made up, 
that it would be useless to see him, 
and denied me the right to see him.

Then there is the English 
nurse for my little boy, Lawrence, 
who is 4, and the French governess 
for my %8-year-old daughter Mildred. 

That's really a very small number 
of servants. If I were living in a 
home of my own, like so many other 
women of my social position, I should 
have to have at least a dozen or fif- 
teen. 

“Board and service abount to 825, 
000 or $35,000 a year. 

“I don't see how it could be much 
less, particularly if I include enter- 
taining. I must do a certain amount 
my children's sake. I 
have lived in New York all my life 
and I have my circle of friends, but 
if I drop out my daughter won't have 
hers as she grows up. 

“Then there is the education of 
my children. It won't cost a cent 
less than $5000 this next year when 
my boy is just beginning and the ex- 
pense will increase every year. Many 
Persons don't realize how many 
things children have to be taught 
these days. Besides the regular pri- 
vate schools my boy and girl must 
have riding lessons, dancing lessons, 
swimming lessons, French lessons and 
other extras. Their little friends all 
have this elaborate instruction. 

I have to keep two automobiles 
chiefly on their account,” she con- 
tinued, “to take them back and forth 
to school and give them airings. I 
must have two cars, in case something 
ig the matter with one. I must have 
Aa garage and chauffeurs and a car 
won't last more than two years. Then 
you ought to turn it in and get a 
new one. Taking this into consider- 
ation the item of automobiles must 
average nearly $19,000. 

“I don’t spend as much as 225,000 
a year for all the clothes for myself 
and the children,” Mrs. Heye an- 
nounced with modest satisfaction. 
“That's because I know how to buy. 
Ever so many women of my acquaint- 
ance think nothing of walking into 
a Fifth-avenue shop and paying $500 
for a dress. I don't do that, be- 
cause I know that two days later |!

I've 
always been careful that way. 

“Then it is perfectly truethat I have 
always spent several thousand dol- 
lars a year in public and private char- 
ity. Then there are all the incident- 
als. With my tips alene I could pay 
the wages of several servants. The 
children can't stay in the ty dur- 
ing the entire time and must be taken 
somewhere. I have never been to 
Europe in my life, although so many 
New York women think they must 
go every summer. 

“There are doctors’ and deatists’ 
and florists’ bills, and I must keep my 
home comfortably and suitably fur-. 
nished. It would be, different if we 
had never gotten used to this way of 
living. That shows how little the 
common people know who look on 
$14,000 as some money.”

TO PREVENT SKIDDING. 


San Francisco Board of Public 
Works Will Resurface Asphalt to 
Do Away with Slipping. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.| 

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, June 10.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] By a new system of re- 
surfacing asphalt streets the Board 
of Public Works believes that it will 
doe away with the slippery pavements 
in San Francisco, on which horses are 
unable to stand whenever there is 
rain, and which are so dangerous to 
automobiles from skidding. 

The system will be patterned after 
that now being used on the streets of 
Burlingame, and is a variation of the 
Topeka system. Street repair officials 
will go to Burlingame this week to 
make close observation of the method. 

When the asphalt is repaired, in- 


-| stead of relaying the inch or so of sur- 


face with asphalt, it will be re-laid 
with a material mixed with crushed 
gravel, using rock dust and the 
asphalt as a binder. 

This will preduce, it is declared, a 
rough surface, which will not be in- 
jurious to automobile tires on account 
of the small size of the rock or gravel 
used. 


Horses will be able to keep their 
footing on a pavement laid in this 
manner and at the same time all of 
the advantages of a smooth, easy-rid- 
i pavement will be attained. 

r some time the Board of Public 
Works has been experimenting with a 
pavement similar to asphalt, which 
will afford a surface rough enough 
for horses to maintain a foothold and 
at the same time be easy on vehicles. 

All of the methods heretofore dis- 
covered have been barred by patents 
of inventors until the plan similar to 
the Topeka mix was hit upon. 

This pavement will be well adapted 
to this climate. As soon as the de- 
talls of the method of laying are ob- 
tained all asphalt resurfacing will be 
done with the new material.

1866, and they have 
four living children—Charles Well- 
born, Superior Court judge of this 
county; Olin Wellborn, Jr., a practic- 
ing attorney; Mrs. Roland Bishop and 
Mrs. Burton E. Green, both of this 
city. 
With the outbreak of the War of 
the Rebellion, he espoused the cause 
of the South and his native State. He 
enlisted in the Fourth Georgia Cav- 
alry and at the time of the Appomat- 
tox surrender he was a captain in that 
command. His services were most 
conspicuows and he carries a bullet 
wound. 
The common schools of his native 
State served as his first means of ed- 
ucation, which he supplemented later 
on by courses at the Emery College, 
Oxford.

Old Pasadena Man Buried in 

Inyo County Soil.

Widow Says Defective Flue 
in House Cause.

Robert Collingwood, three score 


years and twelve, for twenty-eight 
years a resident of Pasadena, went 
down .into the desert a few days ago, 
The mytiad sands eddy about his 
grave now. How the old man relaxed 
his feeble grip upon the mortal coil 
is apperrently a mystery, as is the land 
where he sleeps, far from the city 
of his adoption. 

Mrs. Harriet Collingwood, who ac- 
companied her husband, to Inyo 
county, is back at her home, No. 358 
Kensington place, Pasadena. She re- 
lates a story which serves to aug- 
ment the tragic strangeness enacted 
yonder on the desert in the unearthly 
stillness of the darkest hour preced- 
— the dawn of last Saturday morn- 
ng. 

She tells of a sudden iliness, of at- 
tendance by an unknown physician, of 
the death and sepulcher a few hours 
later in the bosom of the shifting 
sands. 

The widow has an explanation of 
his last illness. It came. she declares, 
because they were compelled to go 
without a fire in their Pasadena home 
on account of an edict of the build- 
ing inspector that all was not right 
with the chimney. This circum- 
stance, according to Mrs. Colling- 
wood, brought on a cold. 
Collingwood and his wife. accom- 
panied by Harold Gill of Garvanza, 
went to Independence to make proof 
of the second year's assessment work 
on land entries ‘they had in the vi. 
cinity. 

Collingwood died, according to the 
account given yesterday by his widow 
upon her return to Pasadena, very 
suddenly at 2:30 o’alo@k Saturday 
morning attended by an Independence 
physician whose name she does not 
know. “He said it was inflammation 
of the bowels, but we thought it was 
probably coupled with a paralytic 
stroke,” said Mrs. Collingwood. “The 
doctor signed a death certificate and 
as soon as we could procure a coffin 
from Bishop, fifty miles away, we 
buried him. was Saturday 
evening.

LIFE AWAY FOR MOTHER.

LITTLE mite of humanity, nes- 
tled in a cosy crib at the St. Vin- 
cent de Paul Infants’ Home, No. 
3505 McKinley avenue, is crying its 


heart out and all but starving itself 
to death for want of the love it lost 
when it was deserted by a care-worn 
and broken-hearted mother in a 
downtown department store. 

The baby has large, dark-brown 
eyes, a well-shaped head and olive 
skin complexion. It is about a week 
or ten days old, weighs about nine 
pounds and appears normal in every 
way.

ISSUE UNSADABDE BONDS? 


On April 15 the citizens of Los Angeles 
voted the issuance of $4,000,000 of bonds 


for work essentially needed. The bonds 
have not yet been sold. Now it is proposed 
to again offer for voting in October $6,500,- 
000 more bonds for a duplicate electric 
power distribution system, while the sys- 
tems already in use can be had for the 
leasing. Such an issue is entirely unnec- 
essary and could not be sold for many 
moons to come, if at all. The very fact 
that such an issue is not necessary would 
operate in the minds of the bond houses 
against its purchase. 

In nothing in recent months, says the 
well-posted Sun of New York (the chief 
market for bonds) has the strain on capi- 
tal in the American market manifested it- 
self more strikingly than in municipal bor- 
rowing. State, county and city bonds and 
those of other municipal subdivisions are 
security supported by the taxing power of 
their respective communities. They are 
sold after public announcement to the high- 
est bidder. They are non-speculative and 
appeal solely to investors. 

In March the municipal bond issues 
which failed of sale exceeded by $3,000,000 
the amount of issues sold. Failures of mu- 
nicipal bond sales were of repeated occur 
rence in April and May also. 

Many issues were withdrawn entirely and 
readvertised at a higher interest rate in 
order to tempt buyers. Some were aban- 
doned. In instances the unsuccessful secu- 
rities were among the best in the land. 
They included States like California, Mis- 
souri, Louisiana and Idaho: cities like San 
Francisco, Portland, Or., Toledo, Cincinnati, 
Cleveland and Akron, O.; Pittsburgh, Pa.; 
Paterson, N. J.; Nashville, Tenn.;: and 
Reading, Pa. An important community like 
Cook county, Illinois, in which Chicago is 
situated, also failed. There were many 
smaller communities which failed to mar- 


ket their issues, and the aggregate of un- 


sold municipal bonds in the last three 
months must run up well toward $100,000,- 
000 


The facts being as stated, why should 
Los Angeles issue another batch of unsal- 
able bonds, or even go to the expense of 
another election costing many thousands of 
dollars in the attempt to authorize an issue? 


TRIUMPH OF AUSTRIA. 

The Vienna correspondent of the Chi- 
cago Record-Herald exults over the diplo- 
matic triumph achieved by Austria in the 
treaty of peace between Turkey and the 
Balkan powers. “For the time being,” he 
cables, “there is no doubt the ancient Haps- 
burg monarchy has come out on top. Aus- 


tria alone has achieved the aim she imme- | 


diately strove. for; that is the establish- 
ment of an autonomous and .independent 
Albania, the retention of the metropolitan 
city of Scutari within its confines, and the 
limiting within reasonable bounds of Ser- 
via's and Montenegro’s land hunger. 

The combination of the Balkan states 
was a fighting combination merely, and the 
European press generally do not look upon 
the establishment of a Balkan empire as 
in any degree probable. Bulgaria is dit- 
terly opposed to the aggrandizement of 
Servia, and Greece is opposed to extend- 
ing Pan-Slavism. If the Balkan states can 
be deterred from going to war with one an- 
other over the territory acquired from Tur- 
key it is about all that can be expected. 

The Russian press admits Austria-Hun- 
gary’s triumph. According to it, Hapsburg 
diplomacy has been victorious all along 
the line. “Certainly,” says the correspond- 
ent of the Record-Herald, “out of the war- 
ring elements represented by the six big 
powers and the Balkan states, to draw any- 
thing at all like a distinct diplomatic 
achievement requires, besides justice ot 
the cause, ability of a high order.” 

One of the first tasks of the big powers 
will be the resuscitation of Albania, which 
has suffered greatly from the armed occu- 
pation of her territory by the combatants 
“In those portions which were occupied by 
Servians and Montenegrins during the last 
six months,” says the correspondent of the 
Record-Herald, “wholesale slaughter, burn- 
ing and wasting have gone on systematical- 
ly and unremittedly until there is not a 
scrap of food nor an able-bodied man left.” 

The territory acquired from Turkey by 
the treaty of peace is more than double the 
size of Bulgaria, and treble the size of 
Greece. 

One-third the population of this territory 
are Moslems who, under the treaty, must 
be protected in their religious rights, the 
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names that still shine in the sky of history 
like fixed stars, while the planets of later 
centuries have whirled with their trains of 
temporary splendors into the darkness of 
space. 

But the conditions that prevailed in 
Athens in the days of her glory were not 


in the least Socialistic in their operations 


called, was not exceptionally fierce and was 
not in the least democratic. 

There were 20,000 freemen in Athens and 
200,000 slaves. The voting and the gov- 
erning and the municipal owning and the 
co-operative commonwealthing were done 
by the 20,000, and the 200,000 did the wor. 

Under the able direction of the Gom- 
pers, and Darrows, and Tveitmoes, and Har- 
rimans, and Toopiouses, and Holy Hirams 
of 490 to 340 B. C. the 20,000 who ruled 
the 200,000 had a picnic. They lived rent- 
free in houses built and maintained by the 
city. Their cows grazed upon municipal 
pastures. Their food was supplied at cost 
from city farms, and their wine from city 
vineyards. City wood yards furnished them 
with fuel. Spargo, in hie pamphlet on So- 
cialism, says of these 20,000 Athenians: 

“They enjoy municipal baths, parks, gym- 
natla, concert halls and theaters; they can 
even worship in the municipal churches. 
The city owns its own markets, wharves, 
ships and warehouses, and operates its own 
mines. Its tremendous revenues from these 
sources enable the city to assist its citi- 
zens in times of scarcity and high prices, 
to retail food at less than cost, and give 
freely to those unable to pay. Even so, its 
treasury overflows at times and the city 
government has to order a division of the 
surplus equally among the citizens.” 

Socialism in Athens destroyed the in- 
centive of the desire for gain, the desire to 
get on in life, the individuality of 200,000 
people for the benefit of 20,000. Yet dream- 
ers and grafters who advocate Socialism in 
this age point with pride to the example 
of Athens and urge that it be followed.

It may 
be predicted that if, in the course of Euro- 
pean complication, his throne shall be 
shaken from under him, he will come over 
to New York and make Wall street sit up 
and take notice.

A short time ago I wrote an article on 
friendship.

If only I really could see all these 
hidden things! 

And yet, I don't know. I’m not so sure 
it’s an unmixed blessing to be able to see 
people as they actually are. Illusion veils 
many characteristics it were perhaps best 
not to reveal. I fancy I shall always be 
fonder of my friends as I see them. | 


Imagination is a tricky jade at best. She 
will play all around a most obvious truth, 
veiling tais, and softening that, and tint- 
ing this other, until even the most expert 
mental diagnostician is scarce able to sep- 
arate the truth from its glorified semblance 
of imagery. 

But a writer can always trust his intt- 
mates to penetrate this veil of idealism, 
and reveal in all its crudeness the under- 
lying stratum of realism which gives co- 
herence to his literary form, and furnishes 
the thought germ around which his imagi- 
nation may play. 

Imagination of itself is formless, a mere 
gleam of fancy that flashes here and there 
without purpose and direction, save as it 
centralizes its rays upon such bit of real 
— as it is now the fashion to term real,- 

m.“ 

But no writer, I am sure, objects to hav- 
ing his realism revealed, provided it is his 
own realism which is uncovered by the 
probings of his,associates. What he may 
quite legitimately object to, however, is the 
very decided tendency upon the part of his 
public to read their own thoughts into his 
words and hold him responsible for their 
understanding. 

That’s an entirely different story, you 
see. Half the time a writer isn't thinking 
at all what his friends think he is think- 
ing. He devotes a good deal of his thoughts 
to them, to be sure, particularly if they are 
congenial folks. But as a mere matter 
of business, sometimes he’s forced to think 
of other things. 

Maybe today he is soaring into dizzy 
flights in his mental aeroplane, and he 


an accusing finger and shouts; 

“What do you mean by that?” 

Perhaps he doesn’t always himself know 
exactly what he means—I fancy most writ- 
ers don’t—that is to say, in terms of cold- 
blooded facts which the other’s material- 
ism demands. There was something he 
wanted to say, and he said it the best he 
knew how. But the application of his story 
was up to the other fellow. The story was 
his; obviously the personal application of 
its moral was no part of his prerogative or 
responsibility.

CHANGING PLACES. 


BY HARRY BOWLING. 

Many panaceas have been offered for com 
recting the inequalities that seem to be 
unavoidable in a world naturally filled with 
more or less imperfect people. When it ts 
given to man to make man as a mechanic 
makes a machine or a carpenter a chair— 
according to specification—we may be able 
to devise a society wherein all men shall 
be in every respect equal. 

A novel notion for regenerating social 
conditions comes from the president of the 
university settlement in Washington, Mr. 
Emil Frankel. He believes if the rich and 
the poor could be made to change places 
for. fixed and definite periods, that at last 
each half of the world would know how the 
other half lives. So a better understanding 
would be established between the rich and 
the poor; the poor would find that the 
lives of the rich were not all ease, but shot 
through with worry; the rich would dis- 
cover that the ills of the poor were not 
all imaginary, but riddled with reality. On 
each taking up again his own place in life 
there would be less chance for friction and 
a better charity among all people. The 
world would have become acquainted with 
itself. Thus Mr. Emil Frankel. 

In theory such a result is possible, but 
hardly protable. Put into practice, it is 
more likely to produce universal chaos. To 
start with, society isn’t divided into two 
distinct, halves. The top and the bottom 
may be very far apart, but the grade is 
gradual, not precipitous. Suppose, to illus- 
trate Mr. Frankel's theory, we take two of 
the extremes. 

The first effect of changing a bank presi- 
dent with a street sweeper for a few months 
would be that two men are engaged in 
work for which by training and environ- 
ment they are eminently unfitted. A bril- 
liant society matron set to packing oranges 
would be a thorn in the side of the fruit ex- 
change. So a good fruit packer, attempting 
to entertain the German Ambassador, would 
be an unhappy failure. 

But let us say Mr. Franke! is willing to 
limit his experiment to domestic life only. 
A banker continues to run his bank while 
living the life of a bricklayer; a bricklayer 
continues to build walls while living on the 
income of a trust magnate. The same con- 
fusion follows. The banker’s wife has 
never had to scrape or economize to make 
both ends meet. When she attempts to do 
so domestic troubles start at once. The 
husband and family sutfer. Probably a 
bland, philanthropic bank president is 
turned into a soured dyspeptic. 

In turn the bricklayer’s wife, having had 
no training in the management of an ex- 
pensive establishment, starts a regime of 
frightful waste and extravagance. The do- 
mestic help become demoralized. Her hus- 
band acquires tastes for which his tem- 
perament does not fit him. A competent 
bulider of walls is lost to the community. 

Another difficulty presents itself in this 
plan of temporary reversals. The largest 
and most influential section of the people 
is neither very rich nor very poor. What 
is to be done with these? With whom shall 
they change places? 

Again the abnormally poor outnumber 
the extravagai''v rich to such an extent 
that one rich ma might have to do duty 
in the homes of a hundred poor men to 
give the poor a fair deal. And this would 
mean a very unfair deal for the unfortu- 
nately overrich. He would become a no- 
mad, an Ishmaelite, an Arab—like the wan- 
dering Jew and Dickens's little Joe, he 
would be forever “moving on.” 

Mr. Frankel’s scheme doesn’t seem feasi- 
ble unless the arithmetic table were first 
revised to suit the exigency of the occasion. 
The cases where the contrasts are sharp 
enough to make changing places dramatic 
are too few, and the great mass of imper- 
cgptibly shaded humanity is too great. Rich 
and poor, good and bad, will have to be as 
accurately separated as the nominator and 
denominator of a vulgar fraction before any 
universal panacea will be discovered to 
cure all present social ills. 


Wild Tribes of Albania. 

[Omaha Bee: ] The princeling whom the 
powers eventually select to rule the auton- 
omous state of Albania will have un- 
equalled opportunies for earning and col- 
lecting the salary attached to the job. 
Djavid Pasha, commander of the Turkish 
army in Albania, has waged semiannual 
wars against rebellious tribes for years 
past. The northern and southern divisions 
of the new state have been fairly sub- 
jugated and reduced to a peace footing by 
merciless shotgun policies, but the central 
mountainous sections, inhabited by sem 
barbaric tribes, resisted all efforts to sub- 
mit to Turkish rules and regulations and 
tax gathering. A French traveler who pen. 
etrated this region, visiting the abodes of 
local chiefs between Ipek and Scutari, a 
region from which travelers rarely re- 
turned, speaks of the country as wild and 
forbidding, far removed from railroads, 
telegraph and mails, the people armed to 
the teeth, unsurpassed as marksmen, and 
their manner of living 1000 years behind 
the times. The fierce Murdite tribes oc- 
cupy well-nigh inaccessible mountains 
where “tw6 good Albanian marksmen could 
stop any force, no matter how strong it 
might be, at one of these difficult moun- 
tain passes, in which there is scarcely space 
enough to find a foothold.” Here and there 
natives were found still wearing black 
mourning coats as a tribute to the memory 
of Scanderbeg, the Albanian national hero 
who sutcessfully resisted the Turks hun- 
dreds of years ago. Possibly the elimina- 
tion of the Turk as a ruler may work a 
revolution in Albania. 


The Cause of Airquakes. 


{Newark News:] The suggestion that 
there are airquakes, due to explosions of 


meteorites and quite independent of earth- 


quakes and volcanoes, comes from no less 
an authority than W. F. Denning, the Brit- 
ish astronomer. | 

That such explosions are sometimes au- 
dible is well known. W. M. Foote has just 
recorded that a large meteorite, falling 
near Holbrook, Ariz., at 6:30 p.m., on July 
19, 1912, broke up with a loud noise that 
lasted half a minute or more, and scattered 
over a stretch of three miles of sandy des- 
ert, more than 14,000 of the fragments—of 
a total weight of nearly 500 pounds—hav- 
ing been picked up and preserved. 

The exploding bodies, of course, are not 
always seen. A violent air shock on the 
morning of November 19 caused the shak- 
ing of windows and other effects in the vi- 
cinity of Sunninghill, England, but could 
not be connected with any earthquake, and 
this has led to the conclusion that it was 
due to the explosion of a fireball? high in 
alr. 

The view is confirmed by the fact that 
astronomers recognize a few days near the 
middle of November as a period of detonat- 
ing fireballs. Other similar instances have 
been recorded, and two meteorite explo- 
sions noted in 1877—on November 20 and 
23—were estimated to have created air dis- 
bances more than a hundred times as 
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by taking advantage of the op- 
day in the “Business 
Chances” columns of The 
Times “Liner” section.

HACK OWNERS 
REFUSE TO MOVE. 


TO EVICT THEM.

Special Privilege Granted Folliow- 
ing the Ocean Park Fire May In- 
volve the City in a Lively Fight. 
Cafes are Now Permitted to Re- 


SANTA MONICA, June 10.—A clash 
between the city authorities and the 
tenants on Trolleyway, between Pier 
avenue and Hill street, known as the 
“Boardwalk,” is in prospect. City 
Attorney Taft was instructed last 
night by the City Council to take im- 
mediate steps to dispossess the occu- 
pants of the long line of one-story 
shacks erected shortly after the Ocean 
Park fire. The Boardwalk people say 
they will not get out, and some of 
them deny the authority of the city to 
put them out, saying that they were 
here by virtue of a free lease of 
ground given by the Pacific Electric. 
The denizens of the fire-devastated 
district were offered the free space 
after the fire, and lost no time in 
erecting their small places of business 
with little cost. The railroad com- 
pany gave them free rental for one 
year. The city granted the request 
of the burned-out merchants and con- 
cessionaires for a special building or- 
dinance, but the authorities gave the 
tenants hotice two months ago that 
the special b dispensation had 
expired, and notified them to seek new 
places of business. And now they re- 
fuse to quit, and say they will resist, 
even to a show of force, the city’s at- 
tempt to put them out. 
By a ukase issued by the Council 
last night, all cafes in the city may 
remain open until 1 o’clock in the 
morning. Until now, midnight was the 
closing time. This movement is said 
to have been sanctioned by the anti- 
liquor people as a preliminary to the 
project of closing the only saloon in 
Santa Monica. The anti-liquor people 
are quoted as stating that if the cafes 
were allowed to remain open as long 
as the saloon, there would be a better 
chance to close out the latter. 
Agents of Adolphus Busch today 
purchased nine more lots on the ocean 
front, In the Palisades, making 1000 
feet of ocean frontage owned by the 
brewer. This site at Marguerita ave- 
nue will probably be the scene of 
building activities within, a year, as 
Busch desires to build a Rotel on the 
spot.
